A BLOODY DAT AT ALBANY. 

WM»*n ^'iiikerton Men Under the Care of 
S««V*<MM Mid riv* OltlMua So Badly 
Wounded TImt Thoro »r« Toara for 

Their Iteroverjr — More Tronblo Hourly 

Feereil. 

Albany, N. Y., Aug. :'8.~The most 
disAi^mifi day in tlie history of the 

New York ("<• iir.il riiilri lad -strike c1<i-;(h1 
lui?t night, i-'iftooii Piuliert m men are 
under the care of Ktirjjeoiu, sad live 
citizens :ire so badly wonnded that there 
are teaiH fur their r(»cov».'ry. Three 
Pinltertou men were ar. t - ti il. aiul uiie 
waf 80 severol}' handled by the mub 
that the police snrKeon hud to drem his 
wuunds. Tlie trouble wa« ;it the Van 
Woert street crossing, a few blocks 
west of the passenger depot and where 
the frt'i:;lit t rains run onto tlie Ijridxe. 
Banday uioi niiig early, i iowiU began to 
gather uud by noon there was a hnge 
crowd. 

Everything was (i«iet nntil at 11 
o'cloi i; I i n iL;Iit rr.iiti r.nne ilowi from 
Wi"-! Ali'a iy. Oil the toji of each 
car \v;i> 1 vv 1 I'iiikerloii itieii armed with 
reiie.'iMii^c riiieH, and as the ear.^ passed 
by th«y rtourished them. Wudili iily, and 
without provocation, one of the men 
fired, and Kichard Dwyer, a boy, aged 
12, fell, shot in the thigh. The excite- 
ment W'H intense, and a rufih was made 
for tile Ir;iiii. ami so .snccesM"iil wan it 
tliat .lanifs 11. itt ill. who tired tlie sliot, 
w;ts c'.iuKlit. Tlie jiolice charged the 
mob ami rescued the man just as they 
had him up against a tree ready to hang 
him. He was badly battered up when 

lixiked up. 

A few minutes after John ITouck. a 
lumber haiRller, a^ed L*'J. was arrested 
for stoning a tram. At '.i o'clock a 
freight train bound west came over the 
bridge guarded by Piukerton men. 
When it reached the city several of the 
Pinlrerton men, without provocation, 
opMieil tire. Airs. Thomas T. IToLcaii 
was snot tlinuitili tlie le^;, and a sniiill 
bov wa- shot ill tin- tlii;,'li. Tlie crowd 
b)' tlii'- time w;is wrought up to a fear- 
ful pitc h of eAcitenieiit, and only by t)ie 
efldciency of the local police, aided by 
committees from the striken, were they 
kept back. 

At 4 o'clock when the excitement had 
Ix'gun to cool down another ficif^lit 
train came throuj<li and the Piukerton 
men again flreU into the crowd, a boy. 
named Frank Parks, receiving the bul- 
let in his arm. Officer Mnnn jumped 
on the train and tried to find the man, 
but was nnsucceMsfnl. He was carried 
back to l"ns< .M'oiinv on aiiot her train 
and there wa.-. n^-aiilted by the Pinker- 
ton men. alt liough he was in full uni- 
form. Ail the police of the city are 
masrted at this point sad troaUe ii sx- 
pected. 

Robert Piukerton asked for the re- 
lease of Thomas Burke who was ar- 
rested under anus, but Chief Willard 
refused, saying that the men were incit- 
ing the jieopU' to violmice. Mr. Pinker- 
ton buid that It waa simiily a matter of 
proteetiiitf the new brakemen and was 
necessary. 

The only freiuht train moved yester- 
day were 1 ef 1 iL,erator and emjity c;irs. 
The blockade ai West Albany is aiinost 
as had a.-- on tlie first day of the strike. 

The Piukerton men claim that the 
crowds stoned them before tliey tired 
any sh' ts. Tle ir statcMiieiit. however, 
is not l.ori)f I ii:t liy sncli ti'sciiiioiiy as 
the police hi;\ f iieeii able to obtain as 
yet. 

Cajit. Sheridan, of the Third precinc t, 
whei-" ti e tii.uble occurred, said to a 
Unit.' 1 !':e^- reiinrter; "It in true that 
a t. \\ \s imeii .and children threw stones 
at lliti un'M oil tlie freight trains early 
in the afii'i II 111, Init 1 saw the Pinker- 
ton men lire at the gidiips of )>eci|ile on 
the street who Inid nothing to d*> with it 
whatever an 1 without provocation. I 
told Mr. Piakerton of this, hut he 
simply Kaid it was in self -defense. "

An at- 
tenqit was made Friday to assassinate 
H. 11. liar; ison, a iiei,i'o. who is editor 

a. id publisher of The Citizen, a weekly 
paper tmbh-hed in the interest of his 
race. He was knocked in the head with 
a piece of iron by a negro named Sut- 
ton and badly injured. Three or four 
negroes armed to tlie teeth were searcn- 
ing for HHirisu l iiday afternoon, and 
he applied to the mayor and chief of 
police for protection, which was given 
him. 

Alxint ten days ago a small german 
was given by colored society pe<jple. 
In the next issue of this paper Harrison 
charged that certain colored men took 
women of doubtful character to the 

b. ill and danced with tliem. For this 
he claimed to have been threatened 
with bodily harm. In his paper he fol- 
lowed up the article with the names of 
the men and women, and denounced in 
severe terms at tlis same time, metition- 
ing the threats and announcing that he 
wiis prepared to defend himself. Sev- 
eral colored men, it is said, have sworn 
to kill him on sight, and fnrthw blood* 
shed is ezitected before the matter ends.

The Thieves Secure Ninety 
Thousand Dollars 

AND MAKE GOOD TH£IR ESCAPE 



The Bobbery Takaa Plaoe at "Bobbors' 

<'iil." Near Ottervllle on the MIhmoutI 
IVieille Urtllroad— .V SherllT'a l"o»»e In 
riirmiit uf the Robber*. 

Kakbas City, Aug. 18.— The safe of 
the Pacific Express uorapany was robbed 

of iJiKl.iKKI by traiti robbers on tlie Mis- 
souri Paciiic railroad Sundav morning. 
The traiu. which was th - i\ i .-a-^ City 
limited exi'icss No. 3, lett \ip, m. .lio. 
at about 3 a. m. Two mysterious figu.e-* 
were seen by the engineer lurking 
around the forward end of the train, 
but no particular atte ition was paid to 
them. Jti.st after leaving Tipt m the 
tin iii;i:i mined t iward the tender to fire 
up the e. giiie and )ooi;ed .sciUareiy into 
the mu<J.:ic' of tv. o revolver.s in tliehaiid!§ 
of two marked men who were lying on 
their faces on the top of the coal. One 
of the bandits covered the fireman wich 
his revolver, while the other took care 
of the en gineer. They were told to hoM 
up their iiaiid^- and li.e engiiiee;' cuclered 
to run the train lo ( tterviile water 
tank, ill Robbers' Cut, " just east of 
< Jttervillc, 

When "Rubbers' Cut"' was reaclieil 
the engineer was commanded to go to 
the e.xpre-is car and tell the iiie .seiiger 
to open the door. He did so, umler the 
thicat i f cl»-a;li if he ohouid fail. When 
he readied ihe exprese car he found tiie 
two robbers had five confederates sta- 
tioned at convenient places about the 
car, all heavily armed and their faces 
concealed behind masks. He walked 
to the d(M)r of the express car and called 
to the expre.v-, me. .s inger, .Sam. Avery, 
to open the dour, .\ i t ry, suspecting 
no danger, push -li back tlie door. As 
he did so the leader of the robl)ers and 
one confederate pushed their revolvers 
in and ordered the messenger to hold 
up his hands. The order was promptly 
obeyed ami three of the robbers jumped 
into the car, Avery was comiiianded 
to open the door, and at the point of a 
revolver did so. Due ol the robl>ers 
unfolded a sack and into it were placed 
the entire contents of the safe. The 
ri!»b«r» then made their escape without 
HtteiAjitiug to molest the i)a^ -iM-t rs, 

The engineer jaillod tin- tram into Ot- 
terville. a half mile distant, where a 
part of the crew were left to arouse the 
siierilT and organize a pos.se to jiursuo 
the robbers. The news of the robbery 
was also telegraphed to the headquarters 
at .St. Louis, and all the available de- 
tective force of the road was sent to 
"Ki hiici s' Cut," The eheritT's pcis.se and 
the detectives are now scouring the 
country for the robb rs. Tiie exact 
amount of money and valuables stolen 
cannot be lear.ud. but it is understood 
til.- money in the safe aggregated about 
.•jT't.ii'M). mosth in paper money, and 
that the otlier valiiaide paper money 
amounted to about .^1.3,000. The rob- 
bers are unlviiown.

MORE WHITE~CAPPiNG. 



A Yiiiiiig Farmer Brutally Whi|iped in 
DavloM County, Indiana, 
WAsmxfiTox, Aug. 18.— The Daviess 
county White Caps broke loose again 

Friday night in the northern part of the 
county. .111(1 this time \h^y d >nned a 
new disguir-e, with the hojie of escaping 
detection. Their victim is Joseph 
Wilkey. a young farmer living near tlio 
village of Epsom. Wiikey is a married 
man, and the father of several children. 
He is a member of the Methodist chtirch 
and has alwavs tieen regarded as an ap» 
right, honoraole man. 

Fearing no intrusion from midnight 
marauders, Wilkey seldom locked the 
doors of his residence, and he was 
startled Friday night when deep voices 
called to him to awaken and get out of 
bed. The suddenly aroused man saw 
standing about the room six men with 
blackened faces, each armed with a re- 
volver. In his terror he attempted to 
cry out, but was suddenly chet'ked by 
the leader of the gang, who said: "Keep 
quiet or vou will land in hell in ttvs 
minutes.^' 

The White Cape forced him out of bed 
and to a wood near by, where they pro- 
ceeded to castigate him with the regu- 
lation switches of the White Cap order, 
lie was not seriously hurt, but was given 
several licks that he will remember for a 
long time. 

The White Caps claim that Wilkey 
had been unduly intimate with a woman 
of the neighborhood, but this lie indig- 
nantly denies, as also do his friends. He 
claims to have recognized three of his 
assailants, and several of the alleged 
guilt V persons will be arrested. 

Reliable information just received 
from Bogard township represents that 
Wilkey h is armed hiuuelf, and, single- 
handed a. id idoae, has gone in pursuit 
of his Hssaiiauts, He is represeiiie.l as a 
determine 1, danj;i'rous iii.in wlieii 
arou.sed, and there are tlios. of his 
iieighboi's who believe that he will slay 
his cowardly ass.ailants unless they skip 
from the county.

Death of Samuel B. Poynts Early 
Sunday Morning After a 
Bri«f niatM. 

The news of the death of Mr. Samuel 
B. Poynta yesterday morning waa a abock 

to manv of his intimate friends They 
knew that he was ill Saturday evening, 
bat few ontiide of hia family, bia pbyai- 

cian and some of his most intimate asso- 
ciates, were aware that his condition was 
critical. 

Mr. Poynts recently returned from 
Esculapia and Glenn Springs, and wan 
enjoying his usual health until last week 
when he was taken ill on Thursday after- 
noon. He bad anlTered similar attacks 
frequently, but generally succeeded in 
obtaining relief in a short while. This 
tine, bnwerer, the expected relief didn't 
come. The patient grew worse, and on 
Saturday bis condition became critical 
He lingered tbrongb the night, 3ntil the 
dawn of Sabbath day when the end 
came about six o'clock. Neuralgia of the 
heart is attribated as the cause of death.
